The excessive algae bloom is known to bo promoted by the increased fertility of 
the 'water,' i£hc fertility of the water is increased by a number of factors. The big- 
gest offender is the effluent 
from sewerage plants, harm- 
less In Itself but .adding 
nutrients to tho water on 
which the algae thrive. Sur- 
face drainage from pastures, 
fertilized farm fields and 
lawns, waste from Industries, 
all ' promote the growth of 
algae. - 

When, the algae die*, 
their decomposition removes* 
oxygen from the water. Lack 
of oxygon in the water Is one 
cause of fish kill. The rot- 
ting algae also causes sores 
on swimmers. The stench 
from the ratting weeds has 
long been a source of annoy- 
ance to residents on lake 
and channel shores. 

Tests are being made by 
biologists from the State 
Conservation Dept. to deter- 
mine the cause of the-prcsent 
fish kill. 

Tho Northern III. Conser- 
vation Club has been con- 
cerned over the Increase of 
algae growth in the lakes for 
some time,, as have various 
subdivision federations. Rich- 
ard Waters, president of the 
Conservation Club, made an 
educated guess tiiat the fish 
kill is caused by a combina- 
tion of circumstances, all hav- 
ing to do with -increased pop- 
ulation of the area and in- 
creased use of the lakes. 
Excessive algae, excessive 
die-off of the algae caused by 
hot weather, oil slick on the 
lakes from motor boats (shill- 
ing out oxygen), were all 
cited as possible contributing 
factors. 

Mrs. Edward Caulficld of 
Lake Marie said that their 
subdivision had a portion of 
that lake sprayed about two 
weeks ago to kill the weeds. 
She reported that as of this 
week the algae had entirely 
disappeared. Tho objection 
to weed-spraying, it has been 
pointed out by those who 
have studied the problem, is 
that it must be done several 
times through the summer, 
and is extremely expensive. 

The Lakes and Streams 
survey, published by the 
Lake County Health Dept. hi 
11)62, prophesied an increase 
of this sort of thing unless a 
broad and definite program 
is instituted soon in the lake

There's quite a bit of con- 
cern about the heavy con- 
centration of algae in tiie 
Chain, and also the big fish- 
kill in tho lower lakes; (Pe- 
tite, Fox, Nlpperslnk and 
Piatakee) last week, r count- 
ed 105 dead ones on my fifty 
feet of shore one day, mostly 
perch. More washed In the 
next few days. The Depart- 
ment of Conversation doesn't 
think it was a very largo 
die-off, comparatively (that's 
a tricky word). -The Ander- 
son's to the north of mo 
counted over 300 and lire 
shore all around Fox Lake 
was covered with 'cm. Earl 
Becse, who runs a marina and 
fishing camp on Spring Lake 
Channel phoned mo to report 
dead bass and northerns in 
his area and Ben Shostak re-, 
ported many dead fish In his 
lake (Petite). Many explan- 
ations have been put forth 
by various officials, some of 
which may or may not be suf- 
ficiently factual. It would 
take a full newspaper page 
to list all of them, but here 
arc afow facts on tho subject. 
FACT: Algae grow and thrive 
on sunlight and certain nu- 
trients which enter the wat- 
er. Some sources of this 
nutrient are the output ef- 
fluent of village sewage 
treatment plants; seepage 
from the drain fields and/or 
septic tanks of individual 
homes, into the lakes; fertil- 
isers applied to lawns and 
gardens and farms which 
find their way into streams 
and then into the lakes; the 
"waste" of farm animals 
ditto. 

FACT: Algae are harmless 
plants, and while alive give 
off oxygen, much the same as 
water weeds do. When they 
die and decompose, and if 
there was a heavy concentra- 
tion of them, the process 
uses up the free oxygen in 
the water, causing the fish 
In the arca(s) to suffocate. 
At this stage they give off 
certain toxins, and this may 
be the reason why some chil- 
dren who swim in it develop 
infections around the mouth 
and In the ears. It could be 
that these kids are sensitive 
to these toxins (romewhat 
like alergic people) and react 
accordingly. It Is my studied 
opinion that these toxins may 
be responsible for the fish- 
kill, along with the oxygen 
shortage and perhaps some 
other as yet unexplained or 
unknown factors.

In fact 
one biologist was out hero 
Saturday -to make some water 
chemistry tests and confirm- 
ed that the algae was Indeed 
very much alive (it appears 
we arc having a continuous 
.production of 'cm) and the 
oxygen content of tho water 
was indeed high (forty feet 
off-shore in front of my 
place) for this time of year. 
FACT — ail algac-causod 
fish kill will begin around :i 
a.m. because at that time the 
plant has gone without, sun- 
light for the longest period 
and- so are dyiug off fastest 
then.- along witli the attend- 
ant depletion of oxygen due 
to decomposition. If you 
were to be out oti the water 
at that time you would sec 
tho fish at the surface, gasp- 
ing/ for air, similar ■'to min- 
nows In a bucket of water, 
in which the water became 
too warm and the oxygen de- 
pleted (said the expert). , But 
the catch there is, how' are 
you going lo see them doing 
this in the dark? 



My very good friend, Fath- 
er Bammann, who is one of 
the big service brains up at 
tho Evlnrude factory dropped 
me a line about checking my 
boat and trailer before taking 
off on a trip.

When you are ready lo 
launch: 

1. Check the drain plug 
again. This is easy to forget. 

2. Remove (he tie-downs 
before the trailer is backed 
into the water. 

3. Attach a line to the 
boat before shoving it off llie 
trailer. 

When the boat is in the 
water: 

1. Before starting the en- 
gine, check to make sure the 
fuel line Is not kinked or be- 
ing pinched. 

2. Check the steering 
system. 

3. Be sure running lights 
are working properly if you'll 
be boating after dark.

• A bluegill caught by Ernest 
Sullivan, of Marlon, Is now 
-officially recognized as a 
state record, the Illinois De- 
partment of Conservation 
has announced. ' 

The fish was 11% inches 
long and weighed 2 pounds, 
10 ounces — two ounces heav- 
ier thari the previous record 
bluegill for Illinois. A 4% 
pound bluegill caught in Ke- 
tona Lake, Ala., in 1050 
holds the world's record for 
this species. 'Since Illinois 
has a much -shorter growing 
season titan Alabama, it is 
doubtful that a native blue- 
gill of this siz6 wlU evct be 
caught ill Illinois.
